cleared out. By 9 p.m. the 
building stood empty, the 
doors locked tight and the 
hydro shut off.

Some believe that in time the 
hotel will succumb to the 
wreckers ball however Chief 
Snider was optimistic sayin 
that it could be fecoead 
under the designation of 
‘Tavern’ instead of ‘Hotel’. 
This designation. would mean 
closing the upper portion of the 


hotel and as ohare the lower 
part as the Tweed Hotel did a 


number of years ago. 

All licences, such as the 
liquor licence, for the hotel 
became null and void with its 
forced closure last Tuesday. 
Any new owners would have to 
re-apply. 


The Madoc Hotel was first 
erected back in the last 1800's 
under the name of the ‘Windsor 
Hotel’. It burned to the ground 
in Madoc’s great fire of 1898 
and re-opened a short four 
months later under the name 
of the ‘St. Lawrence Hall’, 
according to Village historian 
Betty Wood. 

In a brief look at the hotel’s 
history Betty says that the 
hotel contained over fifty 
rooms and was heated by 
steam. The owner at that time 
was John McGuire. 

The fate of the hotel in 
sheen day is yet unknown.

uilt for privacy, it is difficult 
to see more portions of their 
property. We have been given 
the distinct impression that 
they want to be left alone, so 
we do so. It is really not 
surprising that no one in the 
community noticed anything 
that happened. 

As for Jean, she has made it 
clear that she does not like us 
as neighbors in the past, but if 
she seriously believes that we 
had anything to do with the 
robbery, | would welcome her 
laying a formal charge with 
the O.P.P. so that we might 
have a chance to defend 
ourselves. If she feels that we 
were accomplices merely by 
turning our backs on what was 
happening and not reporting it, 
she should ask herself how on 
earth we could have known 
who was robbing her, if we had 
noticed something amiss. 

1 can only hope that her 
accusations were a result of 
the stress and tension of what 
happened, and that when she 
gets over the shock she will be 
more logical, accept our 
condolences and try to be more 
neighborly. I-can certainly 
understand that such an inci- 
dent could cause a person to 
lose their judgement for a 
while 

1 would like to add that when , 
I went to you about this article, 
that you were very apologetic 
and I feel that you made your 
mistakes out of a wish to help 
Jean and Wayne because of 
their loss.

Let's go over some of the 
things to remember when 
recycling with our Blue Boxes: 


DON’T put containers in your 
Box unless they are empty. 


DON’T: try to recycle plastic 
bottles that aren't clear plastic 
pop bottles. Bleach, antifreeze, 
juice and other such jugs that 
you can’t see through are NOT 
recyclable at this time 


DON’T mix coloured glass 
bottles with clear glass bottles 
For example, Bacardi Rum 
bottles look almost clear, but 
they are counted as coloured 
lass bottles because they 
ave a very pale light green 
look to them. 


DO always remove the lids 
from containers before recy- 
cling them. 


DO always empty bottles and 
containers before recycling 
them. 


DO remember that window 
glass, mirrors, drinking glas- 
ses, and porcelain must not be 
recycled; even one piece of 
these in a load of glass will 
cause the whole load to be 
rejected...and the cost of that 
comes straight out of our 


pockets. 


DO recycle plastic bottles only 
if they are clear plastic pop 
bottles that you can see 
through.

The Journey to A.M.U. deals 
in part with notions of “good 
touching’’ and bad touching,” 
she said. They come to under- 
stand what is “‘positive/healthy 
touching”’ while learning more 
about personal safety skills. 

For adults, the play and the 
program will provide informa- 
tion and similar personal safe- 
ty skills. And it will help them 
to reach out to (and identify) 
children at risk. 

Ms Barry said children 
“have to know how to say no!”’ 

“Give them the power to say 
no. Tell them that their bodies 
are their own.” 

Parents should talk about 
touch with their children, she 
said. And this play gives you a 
way of broaching a potentially 
em assing subject. 

The play is more effective if 
‘‘vou follow up what you saw,”’ 

s Barry told parents. 

“It is important that they 
talk to you.’ 

But recognize your own 
limitations, she said. If you are 
not comfortable with a prob- 
lem get help. 

She reminded them, also, 
that you can’t assume your 


_ children will talk to you. 


Children learn through 
repetition, Ms Barry said. You 
must emphasize that they can 
talk to you. 

Three things are most 
important when dealing with a 
child abuse problem, she said. 

* Tell them you are proud of 
them and glad they told. 

* No matter what, it is never 
the child‘s fault. 

* Tell them they are not 
alone. 

All adults must be reminded 
that sexual abuse is a crime, 
Ms Barry said. 

Dealing with child abuse 
isn’t easy, she told them.

As resolution one outlines, 
there are many factors al ga 
when an area is considered for 
landfilling. We believe, too 
many times these other factors 
overshadow concerns about 
ensuring agricultural land 
remains in production, 
water supplies stay unpolluted. 
For this reason, we would 
appreciate if your Ministry 
would commit to an end to 
landfill sites on agricultural 
land, and to providing a 
compensation package for 
residents of areas contami- 
nated by existing sites. 


It should not be assumed that 
farmers do not support any 
waste management projects. 
Clearly, when a proposal 
hth to be efficient, responsi- 

le and posing no immediate 
threat to our land or water 
sources, we are supportive of 
these projects. One example of 
such a project, is the waste 
management center in Glen 
Miller. For that reason, the 
OFA i ta in principle the 
proposal for the center, and 
encourages the government to 
investigate the feasibility of 
this project.

irresponsible attitude some 
developers have towards rural 
landfill.

It 
became a cherished object for 
a man who, as a rule, did not 
cherish objects 

Though the artifacts are 
housed in a massive log build- 
ing sitting on a beautiful 200 
acre loge obs just north of 
Stirling, the specialized nature 
of Mr. Crane’s business begged 
the question of “‘Why here?”’. 
The answer, obviously enough, 
was "Why not?” 

The stock of Mr. Crane's 
trade is so unique and rare, 
location is a negligible factor. 
His clients travel from such far 
away places as Brazil, Russia, 
Geneva, and New York to 
acquire the items they desire, 
simply because The Hundred 
Antiques is the only place to 
get them. 


In addition to the peaceful, 
leasant setting, Mr. Crane 
1ad pragmatic and oa baller 
reasons for selecting the parti- 
cular location.

is a non-profit agency which 


was incorporated in 1904 under 
the direction of a fifteen 
member Board of Directors. 
Youthab prevides a spectrum 
of services to young bee 16 
to 24, in Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties. These 
services include housing, 
employment counselling and 
mental health counselling. 
The criteria for-a youn 
dette requiring Youtha 
ousing is homelessness. The 
tenants Youthab presently 
serve through our housing 
program come from a variety 
of backgrounds, some may be 
single mothers, others may 


have been. victims of physical | 
or sexual abuse and still others | 


have left home and are among 
the class of the working poor 
and therefore require subsi- 
dized housing. 

It should be noted that this is 
not a. home for young offen- 
ders, child molesters or a 
treatmetit facility ‘or those 
with drug or alcohol problems.

Mike has read the town 
booklet, published in 1958, and 
also has a copy of ‘The Herit-

Since he was educated as an 
historian and has continued to 
be actively engaged in geneo- 
logical research, Mike was 
intrigued by the tombstone, 
especially because he 
managed to recover it totally

So far neither barber

Now that Veronica is on site

Washed away by water 
and time 


by Richard Gleeson 

Much has been made, and 
rightfully so, of the charisma- 
tic characters that have 
shaped the course of history. 
Less has been said of one of the 
most influential forces, nature. 

Here, on the Stockdale farm 
of Paul and Maria Heissler, 
nature has worked as slowly as 
it has everywhere and always. 
Sometimes, however, the 
forces of nature are trapped, 
congest, and boil until they 
break loose with sudden, unr!- 
valed fury. Tornados, tidal 
waves, earthquakes and floods 
can completely change the 
face of the land in a matter of 
minutes. 

Such a force was released in 
1852 when one of the banks of 
Hilton Lake gave way. The 
deluge followed a northwest 
course, heedless of man, 
animal, and _ property, 

overned only by the lay of the 
and. The torrent gathered 
destruction along the way, 
hurling logs and other debris, 
along with tons of sand and soil 
miles from where they had 
been. 

Four souls perished in the 
flood and untold damage was 
done to property and livestock. 

In spite of it’s catastrophic 
dimensions, time (perhaps the 
greatest of all forces) has 
washed away almost all known 


. records of the event. 


Mr. Heissler, however, has 
managed to piece together 


part of the puzzle using conjec- 
ture based on_ natural 
evidence. 

A mill once existed on Cold 
Creek as it runs through the 
Heissler ele Lower- 
Trent Valley Conservation 
Authority documents show 
that around 1800, a Captain 
Meyers built a dam on the 
Creek to provide energy for a 
brick-making business. Mr. 
Heissler believes the dam and 
the business were destroyed by 
the 1852 flood. 

Nature has reclaimed much 
of what had once been the 
Stockdale Mill. The pond is 
now nothing more than a large 
area of low lying land. Before 
the dam was built, the trees in 
the area where the pond would 
be were harvested. Today, 
White Pine stumps, preserved 
under. water for fifty years 
then exposed to the elements 
for a century and a half, stand 
on what was once the bottom of 
the pond. 

r. HeiS$ler notes the hard- 
ness of these and other stumps 
in the pond area, and deduces 
that they were almost frozen in 
time while under water. He has 
also found old cut logs that 
were transported to the area, 
perhaps by the flood, from 
miles away.

Wheel-Trans is Metro Toron- 
to's door-to-door transit 
system for physically disabled 
persons who by virtue of their 
disability, are unable to board 
conventional transit vehicles. 
Services such as wheel-trans 
are characterized by the flexi- 
ble routing and scheduling of 
relatively small vehicles to 
provide shared occupancy 
door-to-door personalized 
transportation for disabled 

rsons who meet specific elig- 
iblity criteria. 

Door-to-door services such 
as Wheel-trans are often 
referred to as specialized 
services due to the use of 
specialized vehicles and 
specially trained drivers or 
parallel services since they 
operate in parallel with the 
conventional transit service.

TYPES OF SERVICE 
AVAILABLE 


The regular Wheel-Trans 
service currently operates 
Monday to Friday from 6.30 
a.m. to 12.00 midnight and 
Saturdays, Sundays and holi- 
days from 8.00 a.m. to 
midnight. The fare charged is 
equivalent to regular TTC 
fares. 

Wheel-Trans operates sever- 
al types of services including: 
subscription, re-book, 
advance reservations and 
demand response and special 
services as follows. 

Subscription - If a customer 
travels to and from the same 
destination four or five days a 
week from Monday to Friday, 
during the peak hours, he/she 
is eligible for subscription 
service. Trips are  pre- 
scheduled and the vehicle 
picks up the rider at the same 
time each day.

She had saved money for a family 
swimming pool, and with that money they 
fixed up an old chicken coop in the top of 
the barn and bought initia! breeding stock. 

Being a city gal 
liwas pretty dumb about a lot of things. 
Allan kept expanding the dairy farm and 
was $0 busy. The chins themselves taught: 
me the most of what | needed to know,” 
she says. : 

Ranching chinchilla means no hired heip 
to break your equipment, no weather wor- 
ries, no crop failures, and there isn't a huge 
investment in land. The overhead is 
extremely iow. it costs about a dollar a 
month to raise a chinchilla. The market 
value at nine months runs $307$60. and 
that’s in US. dollars. “An awtully good 
return,” says Bari.
